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3DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claimi rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term 'contagious' is indefinite and not consistent with specification. The applicant 
probably means 'contiguous'. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Patrick 
(899895). 

Patrick teaches four parts in a game board (Fig.1), wherein each part having multiple 
rows and columns of cells having indicia, further two part marked with numerical indicia 
2,3,4) can be used for collating pieces and two parts with spaces marked with numerical 
(5) can be used for arranging pieces, and further teaching game pieces indicia (Fig.2) 
with indicia corresponding to indicia on cells. Applicant may note that "piece collating 
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and piece arranging parts" are intended use limitations and do not present any specific 
structure for the claimed apparatus. 

Patrick does not teach other claimed indicia photo, color or pattern. 
The only differences residing in meaning and information conveyed by printed matter 
are not considered patentable differences Ex. Parte Breslow 192 USPQ 431 . In order to 
make the game attractive, it would have been obvious to phnt any different indicia on 
cells in the board. One of ordinary skills in art at the time the invention was made would 
have suggested printing any attractive indicia including color, pictures or characters.
